CHINA STATIONS: HY3G-L, BY9A-F, BY9G-L, BY9T-Z and BYO 
are in Zone 23, while BYl, BY2, BY3A-F, BY3M-S, BY3T-Z, BY4, 
BYS, BY6, BY7, BY8 and BY9-M-S are all in Zone 24.
